Giant Warrior..of Middie Ages. 

The pride and magnificence that 
played their part in the days of chiv- 
alry ean. hardly have a better illus- 
tration than the suit of equestrian 
armor which has recently. been placed 
on exhibition in the Metropolitan Mu- 
seum of Art, in New York city. Sieur 
Jacques Gourdon de Genouilhac wore 
the sult in the sixteenth century, and 
Sieur Jacques was an uncommonly 
large and powerful warrior, who serv- 
ed under Louis XII. and Francis I. of 
France, As may be deduced from their 
armor, the knights of the perlod- were 
not notleeally large men, and Sieur 
Jacques must have seemed a veritable 
giant, for a six-foot attendant at the 
museum has tried on his armor and is 
‘said to have “merely rattled around 
In It.”
